Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a polymer electrolyte fuel cell having a catalyst layer containing 
at least two kinds of carbon particles adsorbing a hydrogen ion conductive polymer electrolyte in 
mutually different dispersed states. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-14, drawn to a method of manufacturing a polymer electrolyte fuel cell 
comprising the steps of adsorbing a polymer electrolyte to first carbon particles supporting a 
catalyst in a first dispersion in which a polymer electrolyte is dispersed and adsorbing a polymer 
electrolyte to second carbon particles supporting a catalyst in a second dispersion in which the 
polymer electrolyte is dispersed 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The special technical feature of at least two kinds of 
carbon particles recited in Group I is not recited in Group II. Therefore, the method recited in 
Group II is not specially adapted to manufacture the product recited in Group I. See 37 CFR 
1.475. 

Furthermore, the product can be made by a different method than that presently claimed 
such as that disclosed in US Pat. No. 5,766,788 (see col. 4, lines 10-47) where the carbon 
particles is first loaded with catalyst and then pulverized to obtain carbon particles with two 
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particle distribution peaks and then impregnating the pulverized carbon catalyst with polymer 
electrolyte.
